The Educational Question. 

Tho return ot Governor Seymour 
to tho natural capital of British Co- 
lumbia, after a lengtbonod rejourn on 
the mainland, allordB tho pooplo ot 
tho Island an opportunity ol prosaiog 
on ,'His Excellency's attoution tho 
importance of maintaining free and 
unfettered tho ndmirnblo Common 
Sobool System in vogue boro. Gover* 
nor Seymour's romurkablo messages 
npon this alUimportant subjoot will 
not soon bo forgotten. But, however 
much tho question may havo been 
muddled by Ilia Excolloncy's pon, 
ono portion of the mossago dis- 
played unmistalceubly tho hostility ol 
tbo writor to Free Education. A 
subsequent communication Irom His 
Excollonoy to the Board of Education 
ignored tho existouco ol that body, 
and promised that ho would dovoto 
*! lull consideration to tho whole ques- 
tion during his noxt visit to Viotoria, 
with tho host assistance ho could 
procure." Aflor tho Board, "tho bost 
aBsistanco" ono would havo supposed 
to bo tho Special Committee of tho 
Legislative Council, appointed to ro- 
port — to advise — upon a systom ot 
education. Thoy sholved tho ques-« 
tion, but did not report to the 
Council. If justico bad rulod, that 
august and independent (!) body 
would not have boon prorogued until 
they had expressed their sontimonls 
in a report that the public could road 
upon this vital quos ion. Wo statod 
our opinion, whon tho Committee was 
appointed, that tho question was 
burked for the boss'iou. Tbo result has 
proved tho correctness of that opitw 
ion. Now that Governor Seymour is 
among us onco moro wo bopo ho 
■will loso no timo in inquiring into 
tho Free School system. If whon ho 
ontors a room devoto l to educational 
purposes be will diveBt himself of all 
prejudico; if ho will discard tho false 
impressions that his "predecessor" 
instilled into his mind, and oxamino 
carefully and critically into tho suc- 
cessful system in force here — ho will, 
we feel confident, depart impressed in 
favor of its continuance Wo are not 
only advocates of a Free School sys- 
tem of education, but, holding to the 
belief that no man has a right to rear 
bis children in ignoranco and render 
them pests' instead ot useful mora- 
bors of society, wo would compel ovory 
parent to Bend bis or her children to 
some Echoel. If it is clear that it is 
light for a fathor to have his child 
taught, which nobody now->a-duys 
questions, why should not tho Stato 
6ce that bo performs tho duty ;jusl as 
it does soo that bo performs the simi- 
lar duty of supplying daily food and 
clothing? If wo mako Smith give 
his boy bread, why not mako him givo 
him education, or givo it to him our. 
selves 1 We do not, however, pross 
for compulsory education at present, 
but we aro sat sfied that gratuitous 
education will bo an iaducoment 
■where apathy cxUts. It is distress- 
ingly painful to havo observed tho 
manceuvoring which has boon at work 
upon that 'social question since 1859. 
"When is u manly, straightforward, 
c pen-hearted policy to bo pursued? 
That is tho question, and it is Gover- 
nor Soyuiour's oppartunily to answer 
it. 



Why Victoria was so Called. 

Editors Colonist— I Ond by reference to 
His Exeelltfioy's Message No 37, referring to 
the question of the Capital, the following 
words : "New Westminster was by Procla- 
mation having the force of law, created ' the 
Capital' ol British Columbia. Her Majesty 
wa8 invited lo name the young eily, mid be* 
stowed on itiho designation il now boars." 

Now, it is by thin time well known that the 
Proclamation in question enacted nothing, 
it was a proclamation in an ordinary sense, 
bound up in a book with the enactineut 
of British Columbia, just as our Pre-emption 
'Proclamation was 1 ouod up in our book of 
Statutes, but not on that account u procla- 
mation having the lorco of law, but merely a 
proclamation for publicity, liko the adver- 
tised reward fur the apprehension of a mur- 
derer, or a proclamation to convene a Par- 
liament ; but il the claim of New Westmin- 
ster to be the neat of Government of a new 
combination of colonies id based upon tho 
tact of tho Queen having named it, cannot 
the enrne be said of Victoria? Unlcsi I am 
grievously mistaken, the fact of the ueltle- 
ment of Victoriu was communicated lo Her 
Moat Gracious Majesty by the owners of the 
Island— the Hmlsrn Bay Company— and Her 
Majesty was graciously pleased to intimate 
ner approval of the designation of the city ol 
Vinioria by he: own illustrious name. 

This is a mutter which took place liufore 
Blue books were published ; but il is a fact, 
and well known to the officers of the then e:t 
isting colony, eotatetl in the correspondonoe 
of tho Company and in the archives of Down- 
ing Street. 

II tho Queen's naming, or signifying her 
approval of tho name of a capital, bo a lest, 
tbe claim of Victoria is surely us good as 
that of New WuhI minstor. Her title is older 
by ton years. Victoria, has solidly enjoyed 
the character and continuously Lecn oecupiuo 
as tho capital of Vancouver Island, nntl 
people who bought town lots In early dnja 



bought them upon a well grounded faith that 
they bought lots in a capital city. 

Now, not only was Victoria tha capital of 
Vancouver Island, but it wis tbo only town 
in tbo Island, except the coaling station of 
Nanaimo, so that there cover arose a neces- 
sity for proulaiming or enacting any Ruch out 
of the way and unusual thing as that such 
and Buoh a town should be a capital ; such a 
necessity, as I have before said, only arises 
where there has been confusion, error, and 
ohange. And, still more, Victoria lor Qve 
yearn was tho capital not only of Vancouver 
Island but of the other Colony — objected to, 
doubtless, by many, but still de facto and for 
five years tho absolute headquarters of Gov- 
ernment to the vexation, doubtless, of the 
citrzeDs and landholders of New Westmin- 
ster, but not to thoir real disadvantage, as 
tho vacant lots and tumble-down shantie?, 
the absence of voluntary residents and utter 
impecuniosity of tho inhabitants so clearly 
shows. Tbe inhabitants of New Westmin- 
ster have been rather hastened in their down- 
full by the fatal gift of independence ; it has 
proved that with tbe assistance of a Govdro- 
menl which, to do it credit, acted most affac-. 
tionately with a view to tho welfare of New 
Westminster and tbo independence of British 
Columbia, proved to tho full the impossibility 
of forcing commerce up tbo Fraser, and dis- 
locat'ug a vital town, which without any 
other power or undue influence, other than 
the simple laws of economy and convenience, 
did the leading business of the two colonics. 
Tbo citizens of New Westminster had in 
lormor days tbo Englishman's privilege — 
" tbe right to growl" — and they had a plausi- 
ble right to bopo for better things. Commer- 
cial men saw with other eyes, and capitalists 
and speculators havo now the solid satisfac- 
tion of seeing that tho best has been done for 
New Westminster without tangible good, nod 
the townol New) Westminster, being tried in 
the balauce of cities, may as well accept 
her destiny as a town of secondary imprrt- 
anco rather than delay lor a year or two 
longer her inevitable destiny. Tbe evil of a 
Government located so far from the commer- 
cial copital is so present to the minds of 
many, the rolief from such a trouble would 
bo so forcible that 1 should not bo surprised 
if compensation were possible should delay 
not intervene ; but after the fight is over, 
weapons measured, and tho moral victory 
complete, persistence in a lost combat may 
harden tho heart, and the influenco of the 
softer and more generous feeling bo lost for- 
ever.

AUSTRALIA. 



Extensive Kobbery from the Oriental 
Bank. 

(From tho Mclbourno " lierald.") 
A carefully designed and mysterious 
scheme has deprived the Oriental Bank Cnr- 
poration of bills of exoban ed to the value of 
about £300,000. The rubbery is ono of the 
most curious and seusational that bus occur- 
red in our commercial circles lor eoino years, 
and the allair wus the subject of general con- 
versation in the city during yesterday after- 
noon. From an adv ■lisement published by 
tho bank, cautioning persom against negotia- 
ting any of the stolen bills, the public obtain* 
ed the first information of the mutter ; and 
then another advertisement, published in tbe 
Herald on the 22ud inst. and several alternate 
days, came in for a largo amount of atten- 
tion. The advertisement was printed under 
the head oP'Missiog Friends, Messages, etc.," 
and runs as follows : — 

PN F will remain here. 
O T A will be shipped oil instead. 
ROC will be a (elo-de-ee ; 
T U T will go mad ; 
ESS will wiod up. 
There was considerable speculation during 
last week as to the meaning of this announce- 
ment ; but no one acted as translator, till a 
gentlemao in tbe bank poicted out a possible 
meaning of il, and it was considered that 
some person attempting to be tunny was 
impertinently in erfering with the private 
business of thobink. This genllemau read 
ttie letter straight down to mean POIt- 
TENTOUrf FACTS, and tbe initial lelletd 
in the third column to run — 

Falconer will rem.iin here. 
Anderson will be shipped off instead. 
Cargill will be a felo de-se 
Traill will go mad. 
Skinner will wind-up. 
Certain changes have lately taken place in 
the Queen street establishment, and Mr 
Falconer, who was accountant, was about 
being removed to England, and sailing in 
tho Donald Mackay, while his place was to 
be filled by Mr Anderson, manager ol the 
branch bank nt Sandhurst. (Vfr Anderson 
reeontly urrived in town, and commenced his 
du'ies. Mr. Cargill is inspector, Mr Traill 
manager, and Mr Skinner is at present uu 
bis way Irom England as tbe new manager 
ot tbe bank. On Monday afternoon Mr An" 
dersoo Jookod over tha bills, which number- 
ed 800, with Mr Grieve, a clerk in the bill 
otiiee, and found them quite correct after 
the}' had been cheeked. They were then 
deposited in a wooden box, which was placed 
unlocked inside a large one of tin, which was 
locked, secured, and placed by tbe me seuger 
— in the presence ol the new ao ountant, 
Mr Anderson — in the vuull used as the 
strongroom On the bank ullieiuls going to 
the box on Tuesday morning it was discover- 
ed that the wooden box had boon extracted 
bodily from the tin one, which was still 
looked. The messenger states thut when he 
carried the box to tiie strong room on the 
previous day he did not notice any difference 
in tho weight, but the moment he took it in 
his hands on the following morning he dis- 
covered that it waa much lighter. Subsequent- 
ly the wooden box wus lound covered up 
with a piece ol mailing under the counter, 
but it wes quite empty, all the bills ol ex- 
change, wtiicb, were tho property of the 
bank, having been abstracted. There were 
only two keys, lor tho tin box, and (heat) 
were held by Mr Falconer, who handed them 
over to Mr Anderson on Monday morning. 
The tin box bud no marks of violence lo 
show thut it had been lorced. Tho strong 
room, ulso, il is stated, bad only two keys, 
winch are held by Messrs Young and Lizara, 
aud the locks are so arranged that tho door 
cannot be opened except in ill i presence ol 
liolh parties, so that there is a complete 
cloud over the whole allair. There is one 
thing quite certain, and that is, thut the 
strong room could not bo opened by tho most 
clever prolesciuoal burglar under some hours; 
and with some force, whilo there is not a 
scraUb on tho floor of the vault. It is most 
difficult to consider what could be the object 
ol the thief or thieves when it is known Unit 
Ihe bills are DOt ol Ibo slightest value lo any 
person but the people of ibe bank. Several 
uf the bills became due ye.-terduy, and were 
mei by the uccepters upon the bank giving 
them an indemnity against future loss. 
The advertisement, which is at present in 
tho possession ol the detoclivo pulioe, is 
apparently written, with tho exception of thu 
eupituls, by a female, but it is thought by 
experts tn be but a clumsy imitation, 
flier nre, however, strong reasons for tuppus- 
mg that the author of the advertisement 
knew something of tbo intended rubbery ; 
but if the reading of il is correct in reference 
lo tho notion taken by tbe bank, Mr Ander- 
son is mentioned as going to England in« 
stead of Mr Falconer. Tho premises of tho 



banking-house wero partly searched during 
yesterday by the police, as it wus suspected 
that the bills had nut been token out of the 
bank, and to-duy the search will ho continu- 
ed. The bills, wo should mention, were all 
under discount, and bore the bank stamp. 

The Parliament in Victoria is opened early 
this year. A new and still more liberal 
Land Act is promised, and a prompt and 
considerable extension ol the railway sys em 
of the colony is to be proposed. The state of 
the money market i 3 considered to bo lavor- 
able to new loans, and BUiveyslor railway 
extensions aro to be prosecuted lorlbwiib. 
Our neighbors uio more energetic tlian wo 
aro in this respect. Even the South Austra- 
lia new railways and extended railways aro 
tho order of thu day, though ihe Government 
there is about to try tho experiment of a 
cheap linu for horsu tractiou and a narrow 
gauge. — Sydney paper. 

Adelaide, Jan. 21— Over 200,000 bushels 
of wheat havo been purchased np to the 
present timo for shipment to England. Ibe 
Arab Steed has been chartered, and there 
aro soverul inquiries for suitable vessels. 
The market is rather quiet to day ; there 
have been sales of wheat at 4i 3d liir imme- 
diate delivery; flour remains at £10 10s to 
£11 10s. 

PROVINCIAL NEWS. 
New Brunswick. 

Death of Mr. Fulton.— Wa loaru by 
telegraph that Robert Fulton, Assistant Pro- 
vincial Secretary of this Piovinco, died at 
Frederioton by latest dates. Mr Fulton had 
been in the Provincial Seuretaiy's offico 
about forty years. Ilo was probcbly sixty 
or sixty five years of age.— St John Globe* 

Tho Woodstock Arcadian goes into tho 
Government in its «vn truo sledgehammer 
stylo for neglecting to hove the Province 
properly represented at tho I'aris Exhibi- 
tion, and afterwards offering u sum of $2000 
towards defraying the expenses ol a bout's 
crew to compete in the international regatta. 

The Macbiaa Republican says the United 

States Muil Stage lr Calais, was pursued 

by Custom Homo officer Foss, who seized a 
lot of articles declared Bmuggled. The team 
and all the contraband goods were taken 
into his custody and returned to Calais, the 
driver being left without uny means ol con- 
veying the return mail. 

The entrance lees for two St John boats 
have been sent to Paris. Both entrances are 
for lour-oared boats— the one an out-rigger, 
ib3 other a plain gig boat. A letter bus 
been sent to the Secretary ol the Regatta 
Committee at Paris, and one to Mr Mitchell 
in Eugland, in relereneo to tbe matter. 

Prince Edward's Islam!. 

The revenue ol Prince Edward Island for 
the year ending January 3 1st, wa« £95.442. 
and the expenditure $154 251— an excess ol 
expenditure over revenue of jCn8,808, but 
£82,000 of the expenditure was lor an extra 
purpose, in payment for lands, the Ouoard 
estate alone absorbing JE79.600. Tneordi- 
nary expenditure shows a balance In favor ol 
revenue of £7,500. Tho Islander soys that 
tbe past ten years havo been years ol I xtraor- 
dinary prosperity, but it thinks that last 
year Ibe shipbuilding business was overdone, 
and that this has resulted in heavy imports 
which left more goods on hands than there 
is any necessity for. It admila great depresi 
sioo in trade just now, but speuks hopefully 
of the futuro business prospects of tho Is- 
land. 

Canada. 

Mr Slarko, a Montreal printer, iH 
using crudo petroleum aa a generator 
of steam. The apparatus c niBisU of a 
rotort, in which tbo petroloum '8 co»» 
verted into gas, which is forced into 
a numbor of largo burners. The steam 
koeps up a good pressure in n ton- 
horse boiler. Tho apparatus is very 
simplo. 

During tbo soason of 1866 iho total 
number of emigrants landed at Qtte- 
boc, via tho St Lawrence, was 28,648, 
against 21,355 in 1865 ; showing an 
increase of 7,293 souIb— viz-, 4 in the 
number of cabin and 7,«89 in the 
steorago passongors.

REPORT. 

fYowi 1«/ January, i860, to 3ht March, 18G7, 



Tbe committee aro .nappy to report that, 
notwithstanding the depressed circumstances 
of tbe times, tuey bave continued to extend 
the benefits of the Institution to tho sick and 
nlllieled. Kineu the lust Report nine patients 
have been admitted ; one bus died, and eight 
have been discharged convalescent. 

In order, however, to enable them to do 
tbij, they have been compelled to reduco the 
allowances 10 their efficient nurfce and matron, 
Mrs. Kurd, during tlie periods when tbere are 
no patients in the [nnrmary. 

It, will appear from tho Treasurer's report 
that tiie total contributions have amounted to 
jilJUO, while the total expenditure on belmll 
of the patients bus fallen short of $1050. It is 
obvious, therefore, that, but /or tbe debt wbicli 
presses upon tbo institution, tbere would have 
been a considerable balance to Us credit. The 
committee view this us mi encouragement to 
persevere in this benevolent work, 

To guard the institution against needless 
expenditure, paying patients havo been re- 
quired to make some payment in advance, as 
Uiis duty is sometimes forgotten niter the 
benefits have been enjoyed. It is pleasing, 
however, 10 notice moro than ouu ease in 
which, without any engagement, discharged 
patients have testified their appreciation ol 
ihe blessings tbcv have received, by becoming 
liberal contributors to tbe funds. 

A Beries ot lectures and concerts, under the 
auspices of tbe Bishop and Mrs. Hills, has 
netted unwinds ot $TM towards tbo liquida- 
tion of the debt and of tbo interest thereon, 
wbich now amounts to $771i ; but it is hoped 
Unit llie vole of $250 made some time ue:o by 
t Ii c House ol . ssemblv will be paid by tbe 
Government and assist to relieve the Institu- 
tion ol this burden. 

Mrs. .Seymour bus kindly consented to be- 
come a Patroness of tbo Infirmary, 

lu conclusion the committee would thank 
the subscribers and donors lor their benevo- 
lent liberality j and here they would not fail to 
mention the grout obligation which the sub- 
scribers, patients, and managers, are under to 
the careful attention of the medical gentlemen 
who bave given their valuable and gratuitous 
services to the charity. They would express 
their linn belief that an institution which ex- 
tends its benefits lo all, without iespect to 
nationality or denomination, will not be suN 
fered to languish for want of funds. They 
would still appeal to Ihe women of'tbis colony 
not to look coldly on it work which is sj cal- 
culated lo conduce to tbo comfort and eleva- 
tion ot their sex. The managers may some- 
times feel a difficulty in drawing a line as 10 
Ihe cases wbicli deserve admission, but they 
believe that the subscribers will fully benr 
them out in the view that, while they should 
guard tbe Institution against being made the 
shirting point for a fresh career in vice, they 
should never turn away a poor perishing out- 
cast, by whatever causes ber affliction may 
bave been produced,
